4. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest in combination as claimed, the 
features of independent claim 1 . Specifically, the magnetic bridge power sensor 
comprising the magnetic bridge including: an excitation coil to provide a magnetic flux 
and a detection coil to detect the magnetic flux and a current proportional to the voltage 
is carried to the excitation coil and the output of the detection coil is synchronously 
detected by a signal having a phase synchronized with a phase of the voltage of the 
measurement target power line. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest in combination as claimed, the 
features of independent claim 2. Specifically, the magnetic bridge power sensor 
comprising a magnetic bridge including: an excitation coil to provide a magnetic flux and 
a detection coil to detect the magnetic flux and a current which is obtained by subjecting 
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a current proportional to a voltage of a power line to at least one of an intermittent 
processing and an inverting processing, carried to the excitation coil, and an output of 
the detection coil is synchronously detected by a signal having a phase synchronized 
with a cycle of the intermittent processing or the inverting processing at a frequency 
twice as high as a frequency of the intermittent processing or the inverting processing.
